DENVER, Colo.. May 15.— Marriage is primarily the love of 
one man for one woman and of one woman for one man. and when 
that condition ceases it may be a very good thing that there should 
be divorce, because many of them marry. 
This was the statement today of Judge Ben. B. Lindsey, famous 
juvenile jurist, in commenting on Chicago figures showing one divorce 
to every five marriages there during the first three months of 1923. 
Judge Lindsey sees in this ratio a great improvement over last 
year. 
"The great difficulty about modern marriage is the problem of 
the property and the child," he said. 
"This is becoming so serious 
that I predict the time will come, as indeed it ha* already partly ar­ 
rived, when the state must take care of the child and guarantee its 
rights under the slogan we have adopted in Colorado that ‘no child 
shall be permitted to suffer because of the sins, poverty or ignorance 
of the parent’."

Community Service Leader 
Tells Aims She Hopes 
to Carry Out Here 


"A trained 
community 
aervlce 
director ta an official whose duties 
range from those of statesm anship 
down to leadership in games and 
merrymaking." today declared Miss ( 
Mildred E. Wiley, who Is In Santa 
Ana to carry on the work of the j 
league begun by Charles M- An- j 
derson and Miss Josephine Ran­ 
dall. 
"Our work Is not Independent of 
other organizations by any m anner 
of means,” continued the speaker, 
"rather we work right with the ex-' 
Isling organizations of a city and 
in 8anta Ans shall function in co­ 
operation with Y. M. C. A., Boy 
Scouts. P T. A 
as well as men s 
civic clubs, schools, churches and 
all the city and 
county 
groups 
whose motive Is w elfare and the 
betterm ent of civic conditions ” 
In outlining her 
policies. 
Miss 
Wiley declared that a service di­ 
rector was expected to arouse in­ 
terest of the public, to co-operate 
with the city council and the park 
commission in planning for parks 
and recreation centers, to aid In 
putting such plans Into effect, and 
also to help neighborhood groups 
use school buildings w ith suitable 
programs, thus making each school 
house a community center. 
Urges Playground Use 
“Playgrounds should be in con­ 
stant use during the vacation per­ 
iod," she declared. 
"They should 
be crowded each day with children 
whose play should 
be 
carefully 
supervised, while in the evening 
both adults and children 
should 
find in them a common 
meeting 
ground where 
ald 
In 
athletics, 
J-port*, games, 
music, 
dram atics, 
holiday programs and other popu­ 
lar forms of entertaining 
should 
ever be available." 
The manifold duties of a trained 
community service 
director, 
ac­ 
cording to Miss Wiley, 
may 
be 
classified under four general heads, 
duties as director, secretary, 
or­ 
ganizer and executive. 
U nder

first 
classification 
would come the playgrounds aa re­ 
creational centers; baseball, bas­ 
ketball and volleyball leagues, with 
resultant 
tournam ents 
among 
schools, churches, industries 
and 
neighborhoods; neighborhood par­ 
ties. get together picnics, organiza­ 
tion and activities 
In 
different 
parts of the city; dram atics 
and 
pageants; community sings; music 
memory contests; training of vol­ 
unteer leaders for any of the ac­ 
tivities; proper celebration of holi­ 
days, festivals and fetes, and ac­ 
tivities among young women and 
those of m ature years. 
Secretarial Dutlsa 
Secretarial dutiea w ere outlined 
aa providing for the proper con­ 
ducting of the entire organization 
w ith m aintenance of public Inter­ 
est; publicity; parliam entary con­ 
duct of meetings, w ith arranging 
for good attendance, arousing of 
interest, and “follow-up” methods 
and finally keeping in touch with 
all local and 
national 
organiza­ 
tions. 
In organization duties, the direc­ 
tor m ust work with all 
existing 
agencies, be a prime mover in the 
inauguration 
of 
com m unitywide 
movements 
such 
aa 
luncheons, 
forums, annual picnics and kindred 
m atters th at tend to 
community 
activities and finally offering such 
ald to churches as well, 
for 
the 
benefit of social activities and their 
young people groups. 
Executive duties were listed to 
include helping the finance com­ 
m ittee with campaigns 
or 
fund 
raising and keeping accurate ac­ 
counts; getting new mem bers as 
well as new leaders; keeping com­ 
m unity service before all groups 
locally and also keeping In touch 
with state 
and 
national 
move­ 
m ents; developing new ideas, get­ 
ting volunteers and meeting em er­ 
gencies generally. 
“Due to the diversity of interests 
and the variety of social conditions 
in Santa Ana, the director m ust 
be a student of society because we 
are coming to 
understand 
that 
play is one of the m ost im portant 
m eans by which society functions 
W hen an individual or a commun­ 
ity ceases to play, it has ceased to 
live in any true sense. 
My duties 
as director m ust be to make Santa 
Ana community a functioning, vi­ 
tal, active organization, commun­ 
ityw ide in its scope and with local, 
county, state 
and 
national 
con­ 
tacts.”

News 
that approved timing devices are being forwarded 
for the trials here, and th at th® aviator* of th® air­ 
craft squadron*, battle fleet, will soon take wing for 
their effort to break or establish IS international 
seaplane records, should arouse the interest of every 
San Diegan. 
The flying sailors are out to win, and yesterday's 
prediction that they will bring every seaplane rec­ 
ord to America "before they finish,” is a pretty fair 
summary of the aplrtt of grim determination behind 
the great effort. 
A feature that appeals to n* all is the fact that 
the record flying will all be done over Ran Diego 
harbor—right at home. 
Success will add another 
factor in convincing th© nation that it was no mis­ 
take to make San Diego the base of the great naval 
establishments now here. 
Just «• the people of 
San Diego have overlooked no opportunity to make 
that plain, bo the officer* and men of the navy 
have co-operated to establish that fact This aerial 
drive is only another evidence of it. 
There isn’t much that we civilians can do to aid 
in this affair. 
It’s up to the navy—and we can 
rest assured that it will be mighty well taken care 
of. The most we can do is to wish the enterprise 
all success and to stand by to give aid to the navy 
when a chance cornea—aa we have always tried 
to do.

Water routes carried our 
commerce in the beginning, and will carry a vast 
volume of it hereafter when the nation awakes to 
the real value of rivers and canals.

MINNOWS AND MALARIA 


Two hundred top minnows have been sent from 
the United States to Palestine to fight malaria. The 
minnow combats this disease by the simple process 
I of earing mosquito larvae ceaselessly and thoroughly. 
Of course the minnows have to be helped a little 
by human effort, such as deaning up possible mos­ 
quito-breeding places where the finny fighter itself 
j cannot live— tin cans full of stagnant rain water, 
ii and so on. 
The success of this expeditionary campaign is con­ 
fidently expected because a similar victory has al­ 
ready been won by minnows in another part of the 
world. 
Th* director of public health of Peru an­ 
nounces that his country is now entirely free from 
yellow fever as a result of the indefatigable efforts 
of a quarter of a million little fish sent there by the 
Rockefeller Foundation during the last epidemic of 
the disease. 
There have now been no known cases 
o,f yellow fever in Peru since July, 1921. 
Official 
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The superintendent of public schools of Fresno 
has prepared questionnaires which each applicant 
for a teacher’s position must sign as an affidavit, 
pledging herself not to allow any of her children to 
attend any private or parochial schools. 
Therein is an extension of governmental author­ 
ity into the private lives of school teachers which 
cannot he defended as proper. 
However well-intended, it is meddling with pri­ 
vate families, a tyranny no employee would stand 
from a private concern. 
The Bee haw ever supported public schools as the 
backbone of the nation, which should be sustained 
to the limit of generosity- 
It also believes, however, that government must 
not encroach upon the rights of parents to decide 
what shall be done with their children in the mat­ 
ter of education. 
Neither does it believe that the married woman 
who teaches in the public schools should be com­ 
pelled to surrender her individual freedom to do as 
she pleases with her children. 
In other words, the county hires the mother, not 
the children. 
It might be more becoming for teachers in the 
public schools to send their children to those same 
schools. 
But there is a wide difference between the volun­ 
tary support of the mother and the forced allegiance 
secured by a club. 
In adopting that attitude, the school authorities 
mad© of themselves petty tyrants by exercising a 
power not rightfully theirs.

and courage, the struggle of years and youth—motherhood, faith, 
memories—have

their imprint upon her face, in the cruel 
artistry of time.

which any common man may read there. 
They are not doing, perhaps—these who are old. 
They are 
being.

Long Beach Press. 
Through the influence and at the instigation of; 
Governor Hunt, Arizona has assumed an attitude! 
toward the proposed control of floods and develop­ 
ment of po-' er and irrigation 
from 
the Colorado 
River that bodes ill for the enterprise. 
Briefly, the 
official Arizona attitude la to "go it alone.” Gov­ 
ernor Hunt’s conference resolved that “all power 
development of the Colorado River within the state 
of Arizona should be developed, 
controlled 
and 
eventually owned by the state.” 
This policy, if pursued consistently and logically, 
would put Arizona in the position of blocking the 
plans for unified action by the seven states of the 
Colorado Basin, under a compact for equitable dis­ 
tribution of water, power and benefits from the 
project. 
This blocking would be an impracticable, 
reactionary course, hurtful alike to Arizona and to 
all the other states of the Southwest. 
The worst thing that could happen to this great 
enterprise would be to create dissensino among the 
states lying in the Colorado Basin. 
Arizona is 
starting on a course that, if persisted in, will cause 
bitter controversy and delay indefinitely the be­ 
ginning of the great project under auspices of the 
United States government.
